HENRY CLEWS. United States. 

Once in New York he abandoned all 
thoughts of service in the church, and as 
soon as possible obtained a clerkship in 
the old banking house of Wilson G. 
Hunt & Co., and that has been his line 
of work ever since. In 1858 ho organ¬ 
ized the banking firm of Stout, Clews & 
M ason; later it became Livermore, Clews 
& Co., and then Henry Clews & Co., as 
it has been ever since. 

He has probably been interviewed oft- 
ener than ahy other New Yorker, ex¬ 
cept poefeiblv Cliauncey Depew, and this 
because he is a thinker on many subjects, 
especially finance and politics. His pres¬ 
ent wife, whom ho married in 1874, was 
Lucy Madison Worthington, sister of the 
noted beauty who become Mrs. Secre¬ 
tary Belkpap, and equally noted for 
beauty. She was a southern lady, and is 
among the most popular and successful 
of society leaders. With her aid Mr. 
Clews has added a pleasant social life 
to his political and financial experience, 
but society is the one subject on which 
he never submits to an interview. 

Personally Mr. Clews is a pleasant, 
busiueaslikf man, with just hair enough 
around the base of his think tank to 
save him from total baldness. He lias 
more than once been solicited to become 
a candidate for mayor or other local of¬ 
fice, but the chances for a Republican 
in New York city have not struck him 
as particularly brilliant. It is a singular 
’fact that though he entered* business 
immediately after the panic of 1857-8, 
and has always enforced the policy of 
** buying; in” in pepic times and avoid¬ 
ing investments in “kiting times,” ho 
has twice been caught by failing to fol¬ 
low his own advice. 

He did an immense work in negotiat¬ 
ing bonds for tho government during 
the war, and gained on the rise, but was 
caught aind crushed in tho panic of 1878. * 
He negotiated bonds for the reconstruc¬ 
tion governments in the southern states 
and suffered again. He pleasantly ad¬ 
mits in his “Twenty-eight Years in Wall 
Street” that he has had several narrow 
eeca^ies from other collapses, but is ^till 
an ardqnt believer that Wall street 
methods are moral and beneficial in tho 
highest degree.
